The Sun’s Washington spe- 
cial says that the uneasiness in ad- 
ministration circles over the condition 
at Manila was exemplified today in 
the action of President McKinley in 
calling Secretary Alger and Gen. Cor- 
bin to the White House for a confer- 
ence regarding the facilities of the gov- 
ernment for transporting troops to Ma- 
nila. 

No new advices of an alarming char- 
acter have been received from Gen. 
Otis. The conference was held more 
for exchanging views as to the. outlook 
of getting more troops to Manila 
should they be required. <f 

Gen. Otis 2was instructed recently by 
telegraph to let the War Department 
know if he needed reinforcements. He 
has not called for any more troops in 
response to those instructions, but the 
administration has determined. to be 
prepared for any emergency that may 
come. 

In a recent dispatch Gen. Otis said 
that with the reinforcements then on 
their way to Manila, he could end the 
rebellion in twenty days. Since then, 
one of six regiments or regulars has ar-. 
rived at Manila, another regiment is 
expected to reach there any day, and

surgent headquarters at Malolos when 
they came to seek peace. The reply 
was that Gen. Otis was acting with 
the. greatest propriety in this matter. 
He was careful not to commit his 
government to any recognition of 
Aguinaldo that would make a prece- 
dent, and then there was always the 
best reasons -for withholding  con- 
fidence in every act of the insurgents, 
for the placing of trust would imperil 

American lines and interests. 

The Filipino insurgents will have no 
difficulty in securing amnesty, it is 
said, if they lay down. their. arms and 
submit unconditionally; for there is 
no purpose on the part of the Ameri- 
can commanders to wreak vengeance 
upon a submissive foe. In addition to 
the military reasons, why Gen. Otis 
should be very cautious in entering 
into any entangling negotiations. with 
the insurgents,. there is . the ever-. 
present danger that he might, by fail- 
ing to be cautious -in this: particular, 
give to some jealous foreign power a 
pretext for formal recognition of the 
insurrection with all the embarrass- 
ing consequences likely to follow. 


NOTHING TO CAUSE ALARM.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—There is 
nothing in the situation at Manila to 
cause alarm for the _ safety of the 
American troops, in the opinion of well- 
informed administration officials.

Desultory Firing .Disturbs No One. 
High Imsurance Rates. 

{A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
MANILA, Feb. 27, 11:55 a.m.—[By 
Asiatic Cable.] Except for an occasional 
volley and some individual firing by the 
rebels from the jungle near Caloocan, 
along the river and in the vicinity of 
San Pedro Macati, all was quiet along 
the entire line last night. The enemy’s 
sharpshooters at Caloocan. continue to 
annoy the soldiers in the daytime, but 
the Americans no longer pay much at- 
tention to them, reserving their fire 
until the rebels appear in the open in 
sufficient force to justify a volley or an 
occasional shell.

PHILIPPINE POLICY. 


House Democtats Adopt Resolutions 
Embodying Their Ideas. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—At a cau- 
cus of the Democratic members of the 
House, held in the hall of the House 
tonight, the following declaration of 
policy and resolutions as to the Phil- 
ippines were adopted: 

“We hold that the Constitution of 
the United States was ordained and 
established for an intelligent, liber- 
ty-loving and self-governing people 
and cannot be successfully applied to 
a people of different virtues and con- 
ditions. We therefore hold that a 
colonial policy is contrary to that the- 
ory of our government and subversive 
of those principles of civil. liberty which 
we have been taught to cherish. We 
believe with the. Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that all governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
the governed, and we are unalterably 
opposed to the establishment of any. 
government by the United States with- 
out’ the consent of the people to be 
governed and in conformity with these 
we instruct the minority

ALGER MUST GET OUT. 


Republicans Will Demand That He 
Leave the Cabinet. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Many New York § stories 
liave been written during the last ten 
days about the probable retirement of 
Secretary of War Alger from the Cabi- 
net. These stories, up to the present 
time, have been based wholly upen 
conjectures, and they were not inspired 
by any authority in Washington, nor 
have they been confirmed by any mem- 
ber of the administration or by any 
high man in the Republican party. 

Today the Times correspondent had a 
talk avitthh a Republican Senator, one of 
those few Senators who is entrusted 
with framing party measures and who 
is a guiding part in all issues. This 
Senatur was asked if the Republican 
leaders in Congress had yet decided 
that the best interest of the Republican 
party demand that Alger should retire 
from the Cabinet, he said in reply: 
“Yes, such a decision has been reached, 
and several of us awho are deeply in- 
terested in the party and realize what 
gigantic issues are forming for 1900, 
have just concluded, after mature and 
serious deliberation, that Mr. Alger, as 
a member of President McKinley’s Cab- 
inet, is a serious handicap to the ad- 
ministration’s success, and it will be 
still a matter in hand in the Presiden- 
tial election of 1900. Therefore, if you 
will save me from any embarrassment 
by having my name used publicly in 
connection with such embarrassing 
subjects, I will tell you that our future 
efforts in this: matter avill be directed 
toward trying to lead Mr. Alger to be- 
lieve that he can ‘best serve his party 
and his country by resigning his Cabi- 
net seat. I believe that Mr. Alger will 
soon realize this. If he does not, then 
it will be our painful duty to plainly lay 
the case before President McKinley 
ask him to induce Mr. Alger to resign.” 


NEW CANAL LEGISLATION, 


Bill Introduced as a Substitute for 
Pending Amendment, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The meet- 
ing of the River and Harbor Commis- 
sion today developed a new phase of 


} the interoceanic canal question. Chair- 


man Burton took the lead in favoring 
a full government investigation, both 
of the Panama and the Nicaragua 
routes before committing the gov- 
ment, and after the meeting, Mr. Bur- 
ton expressed the view that the senti- 
ment of the cémmittee was opposed to 
the Senate Nicaragua amendment ‘and 
favored a fu vestigation. To that 
end he introduced in the House a Dill 
to be proposed later as a substitute 
for the Nicaragua Canal amendment. 
Its main features are as follows: 

“The government of the United 
States declares its purpose to secure 
at the earliest practical date the con- 
Struction of a canal connecting the 
Atlantic and the Pacific oceans. A 
board of seven engineers shall be ap- 
pointed by the President to make the 
surveys and examinations necessary to 
ascertain the most desirable and prac- 
ticable route for such canal, and for 
the performance of such other duties 
as the President may direct, three 
from the Corps of Engineers of the 
army, two engineers of the navy, and 
two from civil life. 

“The board shall investigate the pro- 
posed routes for a canal between the 
said oceans, giving special and per- 
sonal attention to the proposed canal 
in Nicaragua and Panama routes, and 
shallcompleteestimatesof theprobable 
cost of constructing such canal or 
canals, They shall also report upon 
the commercial and military value to 
the people of the United States of such 
canal route or routes. 

“The President may enter into ne- 
gotiations with the respective nations 
owning the territory through which 
such canal or canals may be constructed 
in order to obtain the necessary land 
for the construction of a suitable canal 
and to acquire such rights in natural 
waterways as may be necessary. He 
is also required to enter into such ne- 
gotiations as he may deem necessary 
with anv other nations having rights 
in envy way connected with the con- 
struction or operation of such canal or 
canals. The President shall acquire, if 
possible, the absolute titles to neces- 
sarv territory, but if @uch 
title cannot be obtained, he may ac- 
quire such rights or easements there 
as may be required, and may cause 
investigation to be made to ascertain 
the route upon which terms most favor- 
able to exclusive control by the United 
States can be o ned, but in no case 
| shall obligations» be incurred or money 
paid to any company or individual for 
rights. easements or privileges hereto- 
fore or hereafter acquired with a view 
to the construction of any such canal, 
except under authority given by fur- 
ther action of Congress.”’ 

One million dollars is appropriated 
to carry out the act, and the informa- 
tion obtained or action that may ‘be 
taken shall be reported to Congress at 
nr beginning of the next regular ses- 
sion.

Germany Demands the Judge’s Re- 
call—Tanu Will Be King. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—A dispatch to

Germany will 
insist that Mataafa, by reason of the 
overwhelming majority he received at 
the election, should be made King, but 
the decision. of the Chief Justice and 
the protocol of the Berlin treaty ex- 
clude him forever from consideration 
in connection with the kingship. 

The administration proposes to sup- 
port Tanu. Great Britain is similarly 
inclined, and, as a majority rules, he 
will probably be established on the 
throne.

RUDYARD KIPLING’S CHANCES 
MORE THAN EVEN. 

Patient Held His Strength Well Yes- 


terday—Slow Convalesence is 
Now Expected, 


FAITHFUL WIFE OVERJOYED. 


ELASTIC BEARING OF THOSE WHO 
COME FROM SICK ROOM, 


Letters by the Scores Fill the Suf- 
ferer’s Mail-box — Hundreds of 
Callers, Mostly Women, Fill 
the Hotel Lobby. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Rudyard Kipling passed the 
period of peril tonight, and his physi- 
clans concede that, barring any other 
complications that may arise in the 
case, he has an even chance of recover- 
ing. There was a general air of relief 
at the Grenoble among the relatives 
and friends of the sick man tonight. 
Mrs. Kipling took her children out for 
a drive between 5 and 6 o'clock, and 
she was overheard to remark to a rel- 
ative: “I feel sure the danger point is 
passed.” 

The patient held his strength well 
during the day. He may be able to 
take a little nourishment, and by the 
free use of oxygen, his heart action 
was kept up. Dr. Dunham said at 10 
o'clock tonight that Kipling had been 
too sick a man to recover rapidly, and 
that slow convalescence must be ex- 
pected in the event of a fatal termina- 
tion being avoided. There was an elas- 
ticity of bearing on the part of those 
who came and went from the sick room 
which was distinctly noticeable. 

F. N. Doubleday, who is one of Kip- 
ling’s publishers, and who fer two 
days past has not left the hotel, was 
noticeably under less strain of anxiety 
than he had been. All that he would 
say was: “Kipling:is still alive.” 

The stream of callers at the hotel 
continued in as great volume today 
as during, all the other days of Kip- 
ling’s illr@ss. They numbered into the 
hundreds, and fully half of them were 
woman. 

Box 4 of the hotel postoffice, into 
which all Kipling’s letters and cards 
are put, was filled and emptied scores 
of times during the day. Basket after 
basket of flowers arrived, and were 
sent up to the sick man’s room. Among 
the literary men who called were Sted- 
man, the poet; John Kendrick Bangs,,. 
novelist; Howells, and Joaquin Miller. 

Drs. Janeway and Dunham remained 
with the patient all night. At 2:30 
o'clock this (Tuesday) morning Dr. 
Janeway stated to reporters that Kip- 
ling was quite comfortable and decid- 
edly holding his own.

Progress Made.

The first joint conference of 
Republican members of the Legisiature 
jin regard to the Senatorship has met 


nobody is minus his scalp. It was an 
animated meeting, but Dan Burns did 
not turn his Bashi-Bazouks loose upon 
the Assembly chamber, where the 
membeis who vote for him were en- 
gaged in a contest of brains and 
tongues with the allied opposition, and 
therefore saveet peace reigns over the 
scene tonight and nobody is hurt. 

Nothing was accomplished, as was 
predicted by the Times correspondent, 
but one thing was so evident at the 
meeting that the Grant men are gleeful 
tonight, and that is that the oppo- 
sition to Burns controls the situation, 
and there is no more hope for his elec- 
tion than there is of a brasg monkey's, 
unless conditions are changed hereafter 
by the powerful influences at Burns's 
control. 

The Grant followers held a caucus at 
recess, and decided to support Senator 
Flint, a Bard man, for chairman of the 
conference ahd Assemblyman Lardner, 
a Barnes man, for secretary. Senator 
Cutter got consent of Senator Bulla 
for the latter's forces to stand in on 
this proposition and the members of 
the other anti-Burns camps were no- 
tified of the arrangement. Burns’s 
forces were not onto the game, but 
even if they had been, they would not 
have been able to beat it. 

The general impression prevailed 
among the legislators that nothing 
would come of the conference, but 
nevertheless the majority went into the 
meeting anticipating some effort on the 
part of Burns to fight them, and-bent 
on knocking him out if any such at- 
tempt was made. Outsiders avere keenly 
alive to the situation and the ante- 
rooms were crowded v-ith seekers after 
knowledge. ; 

DOWN ON THE PRESS. 

The announcemcnt wes made in-the 
call for the confcrernce that the meet- 
ing would be heid in the Supreme 
Court chamber, but subsequently, it 
was decided to meet in the assembly 
chamber. Here the Senators and As- 
semblymen slowly gathered shortly 
after 4 o'clock, and some little time 


order, for the newspaper representa- 
tives at first refused to vacate the 
chamber, holding that the call set forth 
that it was to bé a general conference, 
and that they, thereforefi were at lib- 
erty to be present at the deliberations. 

Senator Dickinson, in the chair, or- 
dered the sergeant-at-arms to clear 
the room. Melick demanded an ex- 
pression of opinion and Assemblyman 
Radcliff, a Grant man, jumped to his 
feet, and flourished a copy of the con- 
ferenee call, demanding to know 
whether this meeting was to be a se- 
cret caucus or open conference. Melick 
moved that the press be admitted. 
Dickinson started to read the call to 
show that, according to its terms, only 
Republican members of the Legisla- 
ture were to be present, but Dibble, 
from his seat, raised the point that 
nothing could be decided until an or- 
fanization had been effected, when a 
vote could be taken. 

AN ANTI-BURNS VICTORY. 

Accordingly, Assemblymen Devoto 
and Kenneally, Burns men, were ap- 
pointed by the chair as sergeants-at- 
arms and doorkeeper respectively, and 
the newspaper men were obliged to 
leave. The meeting then went into ex- 
ecutive session, and Lardner was nom- 
inated for temporary secretary. Chair- 
man Dickinson read the call to show 
the objects of the conference, and the 
meeting proceeded to permanent -or- 
ganization. The Burns men moved to 
make the temporary organization per- 
manent, but Senator Cutter, a Grant 
man, moved that Flint be made chair- 
man and Assemblyman Belshaw, a 
Bullaite, named Lardner for perma- 
ment secretary, and these motions 
carried, being the first victory for the 
anti-Burns forces. 

Assemblyman Works, a Grant man, 

offered a resolution that a roll call be 
had on all questions requiring a vote. 
Belshaw amended it toethe effect that 
the roll be called when demand was 
made ‘by three members, and, as 
amended, the resolution was adopted. 
Assemblyman Crowder, a Grant man, 
moved that the Republican press be 
represented on the floor. 
Senator Shortridge, who was once an 
editor, and who voted for Burns, took 
the floor against the motion, as did 
Assemblyman Cosper, a Bullaite, while 
Senator Davis, a Scott supporter, fav- 
ored an open session. Senators Cutter 
and Boyce, Grant men; Stratton, 
Barnes man, and Taylor, Bullaite, and 
Assemblymnen Bliss, Blood, Chynoweth, 
Dale, McDonald of Alameda, Merritt, 
Merrill of San Francisco, Milice, Rad- 
cliff and Works, Grant men; La Baree, 
Melick and: Robinson, Bullaites; Muen- 
ter, Barnes man; Wade, who votes 
for Estee, and others were also for 
open session, 

ALL YE SCRIBES BARRED. . 
Belshaw moved to lay Crowder’s mo- 
tion on the table, and it carried by a 
vote of forty-eight ayes to thirty-one 
noes, showing that the feeling against 
the press had not died with the pas- 
Sage of the Anti-cartoon Bill. All the 
Burns men voted for a secret session, 
while all the Grant men except Sen- 
ators Smith and Trout and Assembly- 
man LeBarron voted against tabling 
and to admit the newspaper men. 
Senator Simpson, who cam¢ from the 
chamber for a few minutes, told the 
newspaper men, with a chuckle, that 
they had got even with the press that 
had been members’ who 
voted for Burns. The oratorical fount 
was then turned loose, and : Cosper, 
who thinks he’s a talker, was the first 
to mount the fioor.. He admitted that

would make a few suggestions. The 
members of the Legislature, who came 
here fresh from the people tw months 
ago, had two duties to perform, namely, 
to legislate and to elect a “Jnited States 
Senator who would sustain President 
McKinley, and the party and nation ex- 
pected as much. 

He went on in a long rambling speech, 
urging concillation and friendliness. 
saying that he was willing to lay aside 
all his privileges and do what was 
thought best for the best interests of 
the party. The tenor of his whole 
speech was in favor of a secret caucus, 
and, referring to the fact that Cos- 
per had been accused of a desire to 
vote for Burns, one member said to- 
night he thought the Assemblyman 
had shown his hand and had gotten 
out into the open on that proposition. 

CUTTER’S HOT SHOT. 

Senator Cutter, a Grant man, who, as 
has heen said before, is a very fiery 
sperxer, poured hot shot into the Tu- 
flare statesman. It was true, he de- 
clared, that the members had come 
here fresh from the people, and know- 
ing their wishes, and so far as he was 
personally concerned, the sentiments 
of his people were not changed. He 
saidthe wished to ask the member from 
Tulare if the latter desired to convey 


to go into caucus and abide by the deci- 
sion of the majority without knowing 
what that decision might be with refer- 
ence to the candidate chosen by «hat 
caucus being in accord with the policy 
of the President or not. ‘ 
There are members in the United 
States Senate, he said, who differ in 
toto with the President,’ and the ma- 
jority candidate of the California Legis- 
lature might also prove to be an ob- 
structionist. It would be better, he 
said, for the State to have but one Sen- 
ator, one who is in accord with the 
President, than ¢o have another one 
who might nullify the vote of the first. 
Cosper. replied that the Legislature 
could pledge any candidate. 
WANTS A NEW CANDIDATE. 
Senator Davis also ‘jumped”’ 
per. He, for one, he said, did not. pro- 
‘pose to go into a caucus where, by 
slick manipulations, a candidate not 
acceptable to the people might be 
chosen. He said he would not be afraid 
to maintain the deadlock to the end of 
the session, rather than see any candi- 
date not acceptable to the _ people 
chosen. If it were absolutely neces- 
sary to°elect a Senator, the only way 
he could see by which such election 
could be brought about was by all the 
present candidates withdrawing and all 
the Republicans uniting on a new one. 
He declared that the work of the 
newspapers and the demands of some 
of the people just now were too raw. 
How was it, he asked, that these organs 
were clamoring every Sunday morning 
for a Senator to be elected right now? 
The body of the people were not de- 
manding it, and a secret caucus, he de- 
clared, would not “go.’””’ The only way 
was for ajl the candidates to with- 
draw. Scott stood in that light; Bulla 
had offered to withdraw, and he under- 
stood that Estee, Barnes and others 
who were being voted for had offered 
to do the same in the interest of party 
harmony. Candidates should make 
some sacrifice as well as legislators, 


‘draw. 

“Belshaw followed on about the same 
lines. He said there were other can- 
didates as good as those who were 
being voted for at present. He said 
he could name a man as good as any 
that are being voted for, but he failed 
to name him. It is understood, how- 
ever, that his choice is Frank Coombs. 
Belshaw thought they should nom- 
inate a candidate either at this or 
some other conference. 

SENATOR MOREHOUSE'’S TOOT. 

Senator Morehouse made one of his 
usual flowery toots. He was glad they 
had got together. They should have 
some kind of understanding. He did 
not expect that a plan could be sug- 
gested at this meeting by which mem- 
bers. could elect a Senator, but there 
was something that was of more im- 
portance to the Republican party than 
asenatorship. He referred to the appor- 
tionment of the State two years hence. 
The importance of this to the party 
should be considered. Failure to elect 
a Senator now woduld result in the 
return of a Democratic Legislature in 
1901, which would have charge of 
this apportionment, He tried to oil 
the wheels by declaring that no one 
candidate was bigger than any other, 
as they are all brainy men. 

Cutter called Morehouse’s attention 
to the fact that a Republican Senate 
is absolutely sure for two years 
hence, and that the Governor also is 
sure, so that the apportionment will 
be safe for the Republican party. 

MELICK’S VIEWS. 

Assemblyman Melick said he con- 
curred in what Senators Morehouse 
and Davis said, but declared that the 
election of either Grant or Burns would 
not bring ‘harmony, and therefore if 
the party is to have harmony these 
two should withdraw. He declared 
that there would not be a caucus, for 
the members would not go into one. 
Some of the Burns members asked him 
why. Melick responded: “You have 
worked this up until a caucus is syn- 
onomous with a certain candidate. 
come from a rural district. If by go- 
ing into a caucus I would render the 
election of that candidate certain, 
my people would say that I was a 
knave or a fool.” 

Melick said he would go into caucus, 
provided no action should hold unless 
sixty members agreed on a candidate. 
He was asked why he suggested such 
a plan. He said it would enable the 
Republicans to get together without 
the Democrats being present and there 
would not be so much formality with 
the joint rules eliminated. Johnson, a 
Burns man, coached by Dibble (both 
of whom may have been hungry,) here 
began to talk of adjournment, Johnson 
suggesting another meeting at 4 p.m., 
tomorrow, since they had made some 
progress today. 

Cutter said he did not see what good 
would follow from this conference as 
long as nothing had been accomplished, 
except to suggest that all the candi- 
dates be dropped, and that they go into 
caucus, but he was willing to meet 
again under the same conditions as 
stated in the call for this conference. 
Johnson said some people are not so 
stubborn as others are. He was willing 
to lay aside his opinion whenever the 
party good is concerned. There had 
been some progress made. This prop- 
osition of Melick’s looking to a nomi- 
nation by sixty votes, while harsh in 
its terms, would be a step toward some 
action. — 

Cutter retorted that he: was. not as 
stubborn as Johnson, for, while the 
latter had voted for, one candidate from. 
the start, he (Cutter) had voted for h's 


own candidate with the exception that

WILL TRY TO FORCE IT. 

It is said tonight that the Burns 
men will endeavor to force the caucus 
scheme onto conference tomorrow, but 
in view of today’s developments it 
seems absolutely a hopeless undertak- 


ing. The real issue lies between the 
two sides of the anti-Burns people, 
those who desire ‘all candidates to 


Withdraw in favor of some new man, 
and those who wish to stand by their 
present candidate in the hope that 
some combinations or changes in the 
situation can be effected, whereby 
their favorites may win. 

Senator Bulla, this afternoon, before 
the conference was held, said to the 
Times correspondent: “As long as the 
present conditions exist, I do not be- 
lieve it possible to elect a Senator. I 
am willing to withdraw whenever my 
supporters will agreé to zelease me 
and can join with the others to elect 
some good man, who will be acceptable 
to the people. I’cannot see how it is 
possible to elect any man unless the 
scattering and Grant votes are united. 
If a Senator is to be elected, and if a 
southern man cannot be chosen, the 
members should exercise their Repub- 
licanism and patriotism in behalf of 
some good northern man, rather than 
run the risk of electing somebody who 
will not be acceptable to the people.” 

Senator Davis's statement at the con- 
ference that Scott was ready to with- 
draw and that some of the short-end 
candidates are willing to do so, is re- | 
garded as v significant, if correct. 
The question is how to get them all to- 
gether to quit the race. 

DIFFICULT TO PREDICT. 

Secretary Lardner said tonight that 
it would be difficult to predict what 
would be done at tomorrow’s meeting. 
He thought Davis’s statement about 
the minor candidates’s willingness to 
release their. followers,. announced at 
different times in the past, was im- 
portant, but he seemed to think that 
Davis's query as to whether Brown 
and Grant would withdraw would re- 
main unanswered. He says eighty- 
one Republicans were present at the 
conference. all attending except Sena- 
.tor Currier, who is in Los Angeles, and 
Assemblymen Brown, 
Clark. 

Considerable surprise is expressed at 
the apparent willingness of Johnson 
and Dibble to-accept even tacitly Mc- 
lick’s proposition for a caucus, at 
which sixty votes should be required 
to nominate, and it is wondered if there 
is any truth in the report that Burns 
is willing to make a deadlock for the 
rest of the session rather than with- 
draw. It is claimed by some that it 
will be impossible to get sixty votes for 
any one candidate now being voted for, 
and that Burns knows this as well as 
Melick. who has declared that he would 
rather have a deadlock than Burns. 

It would be a peculiar state of affairs 
if Burns and his opponents should make 
up thelr minds to the same thing, a 
deadlock. from motives entirely opposed 
to each other. Senator Cutter, speak- 
ing of the sixty-vote idea, says that if 
Burns could. only. get the members into 
caucus on any. pretext he could man- 
ipulate it to his own advantage. After 
several attempts had been made to 
elect with sixty votes, somebody would 
make a motion to reduce the number to 
fortv-five or something of the kind, 
until the number of those present or 
who could be induced to stay away 
would give Burns the advafitage he 
sought. 

GRANT LEADERS MEET. 

Leaders of Grant forces met tonight 
and discussed today’s conference. They 
resolved to attend tomorrow’s meet- 
ing. but on no account to assent to a 
caucus. If nothing more serious ap- 
pears than what was offered this after- 
noon, an early breaking-u> of the con- 


ference can be anticipated. Grant lead- 


ers do not concede the probability of 
the deadlock extending to the end of 
the session, though they would be will- 
ing to go that far to prevent Burns 
from winning. They say there will be 
an election and their candidate will 
win. 

George A. Knight has showed up 
here again. He says, in a joking way, 
that he has come to look after his in- 
terests. Milton J. Green returned to- 
day from Oakland_to lend his counsel 
to the Grant forces. He is looking 
pale and thin. 

BARD DECLINES. 

Thomas R. Bard of Ventura declines 
to be a candidate for Senatorial hon- 
ors. Mr. Bard, who is one of the 
cleanest and best characters in Cali- 
fornia. bases his obligations upon the 
present strained situation wh:‘ch is full 
of danger to the Republican party of 
this State. He came all the 
his Southern California home to satisfy 
himself as to existing conditions, and 
after viewing the ground and convers-| 
ing with the several candidates and 
their leaders in the Legislature, he 
summed up his-opinion, as expressed 
to the Times correspondent, and to 
others, that none of the factions were 
disposed to break over their present 
lines. 

Senators Rowell and Flint and pre- 
sumably Assemblyman Greenwell, who 
could not be seen tonight, constituting 
Bard’s following, have received a let- 
ter and telegram from him, to the pur- 
port of which is that Bard is opposed 
to doing anything which may assist in 
the election of Dan Burns. He there- 
fore objects to the proposed attempt of 
the Bulla men to break up Grant's 
votes in his (Bard's) behalf, for he be- 
lieves that if they were scattered, some 
of them might go to Burns. Whether 
such would be the case or not, Mr. 
Bard’s evident desire to help in the 
election of the leading candidate from 
Southern California speaks well for his 
loyalty to the best interests of the peo- 
ple of the State. 

Dr. Rowell had a talk with Presi- 
dent pro tem. Flint tonight and they 
discussed the new status of affairs at 
length. They decided, however; not 
to do anything at present in regard 
to changing their votes. In view of 
the conference which it going on, 
there were rumors Saturday of changes 
to be made in voting today, but if 
any such were intended they have been 
postponed until after the conference 
has come to an end. a 

LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 

The International Typographical Un- 
ion totem was the subject of a warm 
debate in the. Assembly tonight, and 
Melick made a warm speech against 
it. He was a printer, he said, but this 
bill was unjust, because it favored 
one class of labor at the expense of 
another. He thought the totem of the 
HDsquimaux of Kamschatka might as 
well be adopted ‘as this totem. The 
bill went to its third readin

officers and commissioners to pay their.

The 
San Francisco delegation wanted the 
bill amended to. exclude the harbor 
commissioners, but were unsucressful, 
Hanley changed his vote from no to 
aye and gave notice of reconsideration. 

The so-called ‘Placerville Cinch Bill” 
by Dibble, was re-referred back to the 
Judiciary Committee on his motion to- 
day. Dibble, despite his promise to 
Valentine and others to cause the bill 
to be re-referred, had it passed to the 
third reading Saturday, but today Val- 
entine “jumped” him and compelled 
him to keep his word good. 

Cosper’s Assembly Bill, No. 60, 
which was written up in The Times 
aS a proposed steal of lands uncovered 
by the recession of the waters of Tu- 
lare Lake, ¢ame up in the House to- 
night, and was attacked by Dale, 
White and Crowder, and was finally 
amended to require the payment of 
$2.50 per acre into the school fund, 
and to allow anybody to take up 160 
acres, instead of 320 acres, as provided 
by the bill. Cosper admitted in his 
speech in behalf of the bill that 150,000 
acres were involved, and that the aver- 
age holdings were 4C0 acres each, 
though they ranged to less than 100 
acres. Of 367 locators, 245 were resi- 
dents of Kings county. Most of the 
holders of these lards, who, it is said, 
by the way are squatters acting in 
behalf of a ring, he declared, were poor 
people, personally known to him. He 
declared, in reply to queries, that he 
had refused to buy lands contiguous 
to their lands at $2 per acre, and he 
didn’t believe the unimproved lands 
could be sold for $5 per acre. 

Dale and White ¢laimed that these 
lands were of the richest kind, and 
Dale said they should be made $5 per 
acre to come anywhere near their 
value.

, _ & FLOOD OF BILLS. 


Closing Hours ef the Session Will 


Be Busiest Ever Known. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] From present indications 
the ten days immediately. following 
the adjournment of the Legislature, 
will be the busiest ten days that Gov. 
Gage has thus far experienced in his 
career as a public servant or in poli- 
tics. Thus far, according to the histo- 
ries of the two houses of the Legisia- 
ture, there have been .1532 bills. intro- 
duced, to say nothing of the mass of 
resolutions and constitutional amend- 
ments that demand the attention of 
the law-making body. . 
Of this vast number only seventy Dills 
have thus far reached the Governor. 
Of the seventy he has approved thirty, 
vetoed seventeen, and twenty- 
three. still under consideration. The 
Legislature is far behind in its work, 
and, judging by the standard of past 
legislatures, it should have acted on 
and submitted to the Governor not less 
than’ 150 or possibly 200 bills, if it ex- 
pects to get through with its files be- 
fore final adjournment... 

' The result of this delay will be that 
the Legislature will hold prdtracted 
day and night sessions during the clos- 
ing week of the session, and the Gov- 
ernor will be called upon to give his 
attention toa mass of bills during the 
ten days following the final adjourn- 
ment that, if carefully considered on 
their merits, could not be acted upon 
inside of a month. 


REPUBLICAN CONFERENCE. 


Associated Press Account of That 
Meeting—Day’s Routine, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 28.—At 4:30 
o’clock this afternoon seventy-nine of 
the eighty-five Republican members 
of the Legislature met in the Assem- 
bly chamber for. the purpose of dis- 
cussing the Senatorial situation. The 
meeting was net in the nature of a 
caucus, being a@ secret conference at 
which no member was to be bound by 
the action of the majority. ; 

The meeting was called to order by 
Senator Dickinson, who stated the 
purpose for which it had been called, 
Senator Cutter nominated Thomas 
Flint, Jr., Speaker, pro tem. of the 
Senate, as chairman of the meetifg, 
while Assemblyman Belshaw nomin- 
ated Assemblyman Lardner as secre- 
tary. The election of these gentlemen 
met with no opposition. Assembly- 
man Kenneally and Devoto were ap- 
pointed doorkeeper and sergeant-at- 
arms, respectively. 

A resolution was introduced by As- 
semblyman Works of San Diego, re- 
quiring all ballots to be taken by roll 


call when this course was demanded. 


by three members. The resolution was 
adopted. 

Assemblyman Crowder, a Grant man, 
introduced a resolution to the effect 
that newspaper men be admitted to 
the meeting. Another Grant supporter, 
Radcliff of Santa Cruz, setonded the 
motion. When it was put to vote the 
motion was lost by a vote of 48 to 31. 
The Burns supporters voted against 
the motion. Pierce of Yolo voted for 
it at first, but changed his vote. The 
Grant people, with but one or two 


exceptions, voted for it. The “tail- 
enders” were divided on the ques- 
tion. 


This important action having been 
taken and absolute secrecy having been 
assured by the barring out of the rép- 
resentatives of the press, the general 
discussion of the question of the dead- 
lock was taken up. Assemblyman Cos- 
per led off with a flowery speech, point- 
ing out the necessity of upholding Maj. 
McKinley and his adminis{ration. The 
only way to do this, Cosper said, was 
to elect a Senator satisfactory to the 
administration, and the only way to 
elect such a Senator would be to hold 
a caucus. 

Senator Davis followed Cosper and 
skinned him alive. He said it was 
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all right to drool about patriotism and 
supporting the administration, but that 
it was too raw for a newspaper to 
come out on a given day and insist 
that the people were demanding a cau- 
cus, for such a newspaper could not 
speak for the people, inasmuch as it 
could not tell what they did want. 
The Senator said that it was the busi- 
ness of the members to elect a Sena- 
tor and that that was all there was to 
it. 

Senator Morehouse spoke at some 
length. There was no good, he said, 
to be derived in continuing the split 
in the Republican party in the State. 
It was time to harmonize. The Sen- 
ator did not enter upon the dangerous 
ground of the subject of the caucus. 

Senator Cutter was opposed to cau- 
cus. He stated that it could not be 
said that a demand on the part of the 
people of the State has been made 
for it. It was well enough to talk 
of upholding Maj. McKinley, the speak- 
er said, but the Legislature of Califor- 
nia must be sure that it select men 
who will uphold the President. Mr. 
Cutter’s speech was one of the most 
bitter made at the meeting. 

Assemblyman Belshaw stated that 
the members should agree upon some 
good man who has not yet been men- 
tioned for the place and elect him. 

“I could name such a man,” said Bel- 
shaw. 

“Name him,” 
the room. 

This Mr. Belshaw declined to do at 
this stage of the proceedings. , 

Assemblyman Melick sawas the last 
member to speak before adjournment 
was taken. Melick stated that the 
members might as well look upon can- 
didates as they actually exist. If acau- 
cus be held it meant the election of a, 
man for whom it would ‘be political 
suicide for him (Melick) and many of 
his associates to vote. An ordinary 
caucus was not then to be thought of. 
Tihhe speaker had, he said, a plan to of- 
fer.

He was surprised to fina 
him in a cosy corner on Saturday 
with a bottle of King William Scotch 
whisky, a fine roast duck and other 
good things before him. When he 
wound up with a cordial and a perfecto 
cigar and told the waiter to charge the 
check, his arrest was ordered.

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QUAY’S QUEER QUIRK. 


4 CONSPIRACY TRIAL POSTPONED 


eFOR FORTY-TWO DAYS. 


Intense Excitement Aroused in the 
City of Brotherly Love—Legn! 
Squabbles Particfpated in by 
All Sides—Astute Senator Much 
Affected by the Outcome. 


[ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY REPORT. 


PHILADELPHIA (Pa.,) Feb. 27.—On 
motion of Dist.-Atty. Rothermel, the 
Quay conspiracy trial has been post- 
poned until April 10. The District Ai- 
torney did not state his reason for the 
postponement. Though interest in the 
trial was intense throughout the city, 
there was no crowding in the court, 
because of an order issued by the court 
that only the lawyers directly inter- 
ested in the case, the panel of witnesses 
and a limited number of newspaper 
men should be admitted. 

Senator Quay with his son entered 
the courtroom, accompanied by their 
counsel, Rufus E. Shapeley, A. 58. L. 
Shields and David T. Watson of Pitts- 
burgh. The presence of the latter was 
a surprise to those in attendance, as 
it was generally understood that he 
retired from the case. 

Dist.-Atty. Rothermel and his asso- 
ciates held a brief consultation at the 
conclusion of which he said he desired 
that the trial of. Mr. Quay be post- 
poned: He was not ready to proceed 
with the trial, and asked that the date 
for it be set for April 19. 

Mr. Shapeley of the counsel for. the 
defense opposed the motion. He said 
their witnesses had been subpoenaed 
and every preparation made to bring 
the trial to an immediate conclusion. 
A postponement at this time, he said, 
would cause great inconvenience, and 
be unfair to his clients. 

Judge MReitler announced that he 
would grant the motion inasmuch as 
the District Attorney was not prepared 
to proceed, and named April 10 as the 
date for the trial. 

Senator Quay on leaving the court- 
room expressed his disappointment at 
the wnexpected deferring of the trial. 
He declined to discuss «he matter fur- 
ther, simply adding that he was ex- 
tremely anxious to have the case dis- 
posed of and that he had hoped that 
it would be taken up today and quickly 
brought to a conclusion. He said, after 
leaving the courtroom, that himself 
and associates were fully prepared for 
the immediate trial of the case and 
confident of their ability to dissipate 
any evidence which might be presented 
by the prosecution. There could be but 
one result, and that was acquittal. 

Touching on the evidence adduced at 
the preliminary hearing, Mr. Shapeley 
had placed mach importance on the en- 
tries on the memorandum book of 
Cashier pkins, which showed a num- 
ber of credits to the account of Senator 
Quay and indicated many transactions 
between Hopkins and the Senator. In- 
formation had recently come into the 
possession of Mr. Shapeley which he de- 
clared conclusively that these entries 
were wholly false. 

They would never be admitted as 
evidence by the court, as their falsity 
could be clearly proven. Investigation, 
he continued, had shown that Hop- 
kins for a long time had been defraud- 
ing Senator Quay and mgny entries 
in the memorandum book found in 
his effects had been made for the pur- 
pose of deceiving not only Senator 
Quay, but also. the officials of the 
bank. Mr. Shapeley said he entertained 
no doubt of the prompt acquittal of 
his clients when the case shall come 
to trial. 

-Mr. Shapeley further stated that 
the few beoks of the People’s Bank in 
existence are in such condition that 
it is impossible for any living per- 
son to tell anything about Senator 
Quay’s account, or of the accounts of 
any other person. Some pages of the 
books in existence have been torn out 
and the remaining pages have been de- 
liberately falsified and forged to such 
an extent that they would be held in- 
| admissible by the court. 
| The Evening Bulletin says: ‘No 
/sooner had the postponement been 
—— than it was declared by high 
| authority that the cause of the halt 
_in the case was an astounding discov- 
|ry affecting the jury panel. Officials 
_in the District Attorney’s office de- 
clined to discuss this, besides stat- 
|ing that there was only one reason 
why the trial should not go on, the 
prosecution being entirély ready 
to proceed. Rumor had it that a case 
of impersonation had been detected, 
-but concerning this no definite infor- 
mation was obtainable. 

“After court adjourned Mr. Rother- 
mel stated in reply to an interrogation: 
“While I will say nothing whatever 
about the cause which induced me to 
continue the case, except what I said 
in court, I can state that the entire 
subject was submitted to Judge Bent- 
ler and approved by him before I made 
the application for postponement.’ 

“Upon the question of the tampering 
with the jury, the District Attorney 
made a most significant utterance in 
court, avowing that the postponement 
was due to the coms:onwealth. Be- 
yond that he refused to speak, save 
to say that it would be unwise to give 
his reason at present. Judge Bentler 
had been informed of it and that. suf- 
ficed. His manner and his words con- 
veyed the idea that proceedings are 
likely to grow out of the discovery 
that a disclosure could be made in 
advance of the steps that the common- 
wealth might take. ‘I will not say any- 
thine about the jury's panel,’ he said 
finally.” 

CREATED A SENSATION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HARRISBURG (Pa.,) Feb. 27.—The 
postponement of the trial of Senator 
Quay created a sensation among the 
legislators and politicians at Harris- 
burg. Capt. James Clark, who is in 
charge at the Quay headquarters, says 
it is an outrage. He claims Senator 
Quay was ready to go ahead with the 
trial and that his friends had évery 
assurance that he would be honorably 
acquitted. 

Senator Meredith, a strong’ Quay 
man, says the postponement means the 
election of Senator Quay this week. 
Capt. William Hasson, one of the Dem- 
ocratic House leaders, is confident in 
the belief that Dist-Atty. Rothermel 
had good reason to ask that the case 
go over, and said that the postponement 
will have no effect on the Senatorial 
Jeadlock except to prolong it until after 
the trial. This seems to be the general 
opinion of the faction opposed to Sen- 
ator Quay.

NO LONGER DOES SAN JOSE SCALE 
TERRORIZE THE GERMANS, 


Oyanges, Lemons, Dried Fruits and 
Raisins, Passing Through the 
Kingdom in Bond are not to. Be 
Regarded as “Fruit” in the Im- 
perial Exclusion Act. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—[{Exclusive 


Dispatch.] The German Ambassador 
nere has authorized the following 
statement: 


“According to cablegrams received 
at the embassy today, the Imperial 
Secretary for the Interior has, in his 
interpretation of the imperial order 
of February, 1898, decreed that certain 
kinds of fruit imported from Amefica, 
such as oranges and lemons and rai- 
sons, are not to be regarded as ‘fruit’ 
in the sense of the imperial order, and 
are therefore to be admitted free from 


the San José scale inspection provided 
for them.” 


Count Posadowsky permitted fur- 
ther the transit fresh and dried, as 
well as waste fruit (fruit refuse) from 
America through Germany, generally, 
under the condition that the goods are 
shipped. through German territory in 
bond. 

CABLED FROM GERMANY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


BERLIN, Feb. 27.—The officials of 


the German Foreign Office have noti- 


fied the United States Embassy that 
the government will henceforth admit 
American oranges, lemons and raisins 
without examination, and also that all 
American fresh and dried fruits will 
be allowed to pass ih bond through 
Germany, without being examined. 
The decisions are based on the favor- 
able reports of the German experts 
sent to America. 
The question whether dried fruit 
sent abroad is harmless, especially for 
the transmission of San José and other 
insects, and whether the fruit may be 
imported without previous examina- 
tion, has not yet been decided.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The De- 
partment of State has been informed 
by cable from Ambassador White at 
Berlin that orders have been issued 
according to which American oranges, 
lemons and raisins imported, as well 
as American fresh or dried fruit, pass- 
ing through Germany, in bond, are no 
longer to be examined for San José 
scale. 


HIS OWN IDOL. 


Paul de Roulede Evidently Small 
Potatoes in Paris. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Paris says that 
there is only one man in France who 
takes Paul de Roulede’s escapade trag- 
ically, and that De Roulede him- 
self. 

He is anxious for a sensational trial 
with a heavy sentence that will crown 
him with martyr’s halo for his follow- 
ers. He accordingly is doing all he 
can to exaggerate his offense by declar- 
ing formally to the officials his de- 
sign to overturn the republic and writ- 
ing letters to the same effect. 

Nobody else, however, looks upon 
him as anything but a lunatic. As a 
journalist here said, “the worst pun- 
ishment that could be given to De 
Loulede would be to sentence him to 
be confined as non compos mentis, 
and one is compelled to admit that 
this would be making the punishment 
fit the crime.”’ 

It is evident that the affair was not 
so serious as some papers have tried 
to make out. Gen. Roget’s own state- 
ment brings the attempt down to its 
proper proportions. Some hysterical 
individuals have been calling the gen- 
eral savior of France, but he sarcas- 
tically pointed out to a correspondent 
of the Petit Bleu that revolutions are 
not made with a single infantry bri-. 
gade, and that he has saved nothing, 
seeing there was not anything in dan- 
ger. 


TRIAL REVISION BILL, 
Lively Session Was Expected, but 
Did not Materialize. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PARIS, Feb.. 27.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.] The Senate was crowded today 
in anticipation of a lively session. M. 
Verniac presided. M. de- 
manded urgency in the case of the 
government's trial revision bill. M. 
Maxine Lecompte opposed the bill as 
being unconstitutional and as an at- 
tack upon the independence of the 
courts, 

The chairman of the committee, M. 
Besucl, defended the measure on the 
ground that it would “replace legiti- 
mately suspected judges by a respected 
tribunal.”’

In the Assembly this morning the 
Committee on Ways and Means sub- 
mitted its regular weekly report, the 
recapitulation of which is as follows:

00.00; total appropriations reported 
with recommendation that they be 
withdrawn, $526,542.05; total appropria- 
tions remaining in the hands of this 
committee, $1,027,811.98. 

Dibble introduced a second resolu- 
tion setting forth that it is the sense 
of the Assembly that no committees 
shall be excused during the remainder 
of the session, and that no committee 
shall be allowed to sit, except confer- 
ence committees, during the sessions of 
the House, also that no member shall 
be excused from attendance, except 
for sickness of himself of family. The 
resolution was adopted. 

The difficulty of securing a quorum 
of the Assembly during the last week 
was the reason that the resolution was 
introduced. 

Consideration of the Senate bill, No. 
54, calling for the issuance of $1,000,000 
worth of bonds, the money to be used 
in extending the San Francisco sea- 
wall, came up in the Assembly _ this 
afternoon. . The bill was opposed by 
Melick. who claimed that the Board of 
State Harbor Commissioners, which 
would handle the money, had become 
simply a dumping ground for politiciaris 
out of work. The board has so many 
employés that they were simply tum- 
bling over each other. The State had 
issued $600,000 of bonds for the build- 
ing of a depot at San Francisco, and 
the manner in which the money had 
been handled had been unsatisfactory. 
He. for one, did not want to see the 
State bonded for any more money. 

The bill was supported by members 
from San Francisco, and Valentine of 
Los Angeles, and passed.

Germany, France and Russia Said to 
Be After the Philippines. 

* [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRAWCISCO, Feb. 27.—The 

Evening Post, in a sensational article 

published this evening, gives what pur- 


ports to be some of the inside history: 


of a triple alliance which has been se- 

eretly formed by Germany, France and 
Russia for the purpose of impeding the 
expansion policy of the United States, 
but. more particularly to undermine 
the increasing power of the United 
States_in the Philippines. 

“It will be remembered that the Even- 
ing Post was the first paper in the 
United States to tell of the administra- 
tion’s purpose to seize the island of 
Guam, giving as it did, almost com- 
plete details of the seizure and the rea- 
eon.therefor. The Post has at other 
mes,-published . exclusive news re- 

ding the attitude of Germany. in 

Philippines, and the action of offi- 

cials high in that government’s serv- 
ive, who were furnishing Aguinaldo 
and his cohorts with arms and ammu- 
nition. 
‘The post’s authority for today’s start- 
ling disclosure is the same that gave 
it most of its previous stories of Ger- 
man intrigue, and the paper claims its 
source to be absolutely reliable. Ac- 
cording to the Post, this man has given 
the United States government more 
important information concerning the 
affairs in the Pacific than any other 
person, and that his information can- 
not be questioned. He .has just re- 
turned from a sojourn in Germany, 
where he had entré into the highest 
diplomatic circles. 

“He said to the Post: “Germany is 
planning a great coup d’état that not 
only means the ecquisition of the Phil- 
ippine Islands by that government, but 
the defeat of the American policy of 
territorial expansion." 

The most startling bit of information 
concerning the coup that Germany is 
contemplating was given me by a 
meneral officer of the German army. 
In conversation one evening, he said: 

“Germany recognizes the fact that 
the only hope of continental Europe 
Hies in striking one determined blow 
that will forever discourage the ex- 
pansion policy of America. Germany is 
increasing her fleet by purchase from 
South American republics, and at the 
foroper’ time, Russia, Germany and 
France will interfere and take posses- 
sion of the Philippines.”

Oregon and Iowa Will Go to Manatla 
When in Good Shape.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 27.—It has 
been frequently stated during the last 
few days that the battleship Iowa, now 
in this harbor, will be dispatched to 
the Philippines very shortly.

IRRIGATION 


Alessandro District and Securities 
Have No Standing.

HULKS TO POSTERITY. 


ENGLISH CORPORATION METHODS 
LEAVE EMPTY COFFERS. 


Firm Money and a Weak Discount 
are Most Probable in London. 
Big Deficit at End of Fiseal 
Year—Faure's Death Did not Dis- 
turg the Bourses. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—The Times's 
London financial correspondent cables: 

“Business in a general way con- 
tinues good, but we are not yet quite 
so happy as a I thought we were going 
to be. We are afflicted by a multitude 
of small worries incident to the em- 
pire. Money has been rather dearer, 
too, this week, but was not so scarce 
on Friday as was expected. The 
amount borrowed at the Bank of Eng- 
land was therefore moderate, and dis- 
count rates are already giving way. 
Bills to arrive early in March are be- 
ing taken at 2 per cent. The squeeze 
in fact is quite temporary, caused by 
a conjunction of Stock Exchange pay- 
day and the distribution of over £5,- 
700,000 in railway dividends. 

“Next month, however, the short 
money market is bound to be less easy 
than it has been since the new year. 
althoug here is no reason to expect 
a great gcarcity of cash. Firm money 
and a weak discount are most profit- 
able. 

“Still, we are not wholly happy. Our 
croakers see a big deficit of £1,000,000, 
or more, in the national income at the 
end of the fiscal year on March 31, 
and they predict more of an income 
tax. A. deficit of small amount is cer- 
tain, because we are spending about 
£45,.000,000 on our army and navy this 


year, and mean to exceed that total 
next year. But the government can 
avoid taxation if it likes by suspend- 


‘ing the wasteful terminable annuities 


under whose operation our debt is be- 
ing redeemed. That would set free 
about £4,000,000, I estimate, and en- 
able us to waste our substance in com- 
fort of mind for a few years more. 
It would be a terrible affair if we 
were obliged to cut down our naval 
programme. Tremendous labor trou- 
bles must follow ag once, and with 
them the disorganization of the iron 
and steel trades. 


“On the Stock Exchange the strength 
and cal ess that have prevailed are 
nothing ort of wonderful, when we 
consider thé apprehensions excited by 
the sudden death of President Faure, 
and the state of Paris. Prices have 
been well supported, and a large 
amount of business has gone on, 
chiefly, however, of the speculative 
kind, and still in mine shares more 
than in American railroads. What 
course the market will take toward 
these latter seemed less clear last week 
than the week before, but I think the 
situation sprang from a slight trepi- 
dation about money rates more than 
anything else. Certainly our people, 
and newspapers, have received the 
Central Pacific and 
scheme well, not enthusiastically, it 
is true, but sensibly, and have adopted 
it. With more such stumbling blocks 
put to one side, a clearer course 
for well-sustained advance in 
prices is open. But you must con- 
tinue to lead. as a falling wheat mar- 
ket alone will frighten off our still 
timid buyers. . 

“Our mill-wall dock company scan- 
dal. is a petty affair. as it well illus- 
trates one of our commonest stock 
vices—the habit of paying dividends 
out of the capital. The Mill Wall 
people collected less revenue than they 
paid away in dividends, and so car- 
ried accounts in their books, as still 
due, that had been paid years ago, and 
sold fresh preference stock from time 
to time to make good the gap. In this 
way debts due the company rose from 
£22,000 to £230,000, in the course of a 
few years. Many companies play the 
same trick. as well as other cards, 
either to write up lease holds or to re- 
frain from writing down, or charging 
repairs and renewals against the cap- 
ital, thus eating up their substance 
and leaving the hulks to posterity.”

YOUNG MOLINEUX ACCUSED OF 
MRS. ADAMS’S MURDER.

Arrested Upon Verdict of Coroner’s 
Jury—Suspect is Locked in the 
Tombs Prison, ; 


IDENTITY WELL ESTABLISHED. 


FORGED SIGNATURE OF THE DEAD 
ADDED TO A CRIME, 


Telltale Letter Box Where Bottles 
of Medicine Were Sent—Bail Re- 
fused—Father is a Millionaire 
Paint Manufacturer. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—Roland B. Mo- 
lineux, son of Gen. Leslie Molineux 
of Brooklyn, arrested’ tonight 
charged with murdering Mrs. Kather- 
ine J. Adams in this city on Decem- 
ber 28, 1898. He was locked up in the 
Tombs prison. The arrest followed the 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury accusing 
him of the crime. While the inquest 
was into the death of Mrs. Adams, it 
also went into the circumstances of 
the death of Henry C. Barnet of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Club, whoa was 
poisoned by a powder received through 
the mail, as was Mrs. Adams. The 
cases are so closely connected that they 
can scarcely be considered separately. 

The proceedings of the final day’s in- 
quest were sensational in the highest 
degree. The case has dragged along 
monotonously, witnesses being exam- 
ined for the sole purpose, it seemed, of 
contradicting Cornish’s testimony in 
minor details or of eliciting suggestions 
as to a metive that might have led 
Cornish to commit the crime. The 
newspapers from the beginning had 
stuck to Molineux as the person most 
to be suspected, but the prosecuting of- 
ficials apparently never harbored such 
a thought. The examiner was kind and 
gentle when dealing with Molineux, but 
gruff and severe with Cornish on the 
stand. 

The curtain rose on the last act of 
the melodrama this afternoon. A shop- 
keeper who rented private letter boxes 
swore positively that Molineux was his 
patron, using the name of H. C. Barnet. 

It was proved long ago that the bot- 
tles of medicine had been sent to that 
letter box. Then the handwriting ex- 
perts were called and one after an- 
other declared that one person wrote 
the name on the package and forged 
the names of Harry Cornish and H. C. 
Barnet to letterS sent to drug firms 
ordering powder medicines was the 
hand of Roland B. Molineux. Dist.- 
Atty. Gardiner then summed up the, 
case, directly accusing Molineux. 

The jury brought in a verdict charg- 
ing Molineux with the murder and he 
was at once arrested and committed to 
the Tombs without bail. 

Molineux is a member of the New 
York Athletic Club and was, until his 
quarrel with Harry Cornish, a promi- 
nént member of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic Club, from which he resigned 
because of that quarrel. Molineux’s 
father is a paint manufacturer and re- 
puted to be a millionaire. The prisoner 
has gone in good society, being of ex- 
cellent address and manners and pros- 
pective heir to a great fortune. His 
counsel is Bartow S. Weeks of the New 
York Atiiletic Club and a personal 
enemy to Cornish. 

DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

The inquest into the death of Mrs. 
Kate J. Adams was resumed today. 
Just before court convened a_ sensda- 
tional rumor was circulated that an 
arrest would be made today. Col. Gar- 
diner had a witness in reserve, the ru- 
mor ran, who wou!d be called early in 
the proceedings. Col. Gardiner was to 
examine this witness himself and if the 
witness repeats under oath a statement 
made in private to the District At- 
torney, Col. Gardiner would demand a 
warrant for the arrest of one of the 
men whe had been named as a sus- 
pect in the case. 

Col. Gardiner declined to confirm nor 
deny the correctness.of the rumor. The 
name of the suspect was also kept 
quiet. 

Heckman, who kept a place where he 
rented leiter boxes, identined Molineux

He leaned forward with his 
hands on the table and, staring steadily 
at Heckman, said emphatically: ‘I 
never saw that man in Forty-second 
street (where Heckman’s letter box 
agency is,) I sav: him at the hotel 
where I «vas on exhibition and at New- 
ark where a man brought him to me 
re asked if I ‘was the man;’ he is a 

ar.”’

Despite Mr. Weeks’s efforts to have 
Heckman cross-examined, he was al- 
lowed to leave the stand, the Coroner 
saying that the promised the District 
Attorney to conduct the investigation 
in his own way. That closed the inci- 
dent and Emma Miller, the Newark 
saleswoman who sold a silver holder 
similar to that which held the bromv- 
seltzer bottle, was called to the stand. 

William J. Kinsley, the handwriting 
expert, who has been employed in the 
case, testified that he had studied the 
handwriting on the wrapper of the 
bromo-seltzer bottle and the handwrit- 
ing of the men suspected and that he 
had no doubt that Molineux wrote the 
address on the package sent to Cornish 
and. «vhich eventually caused the death 
of Mrs. Adams. 

Roland B. Molineux sat and listened 
to the testimony of the handwriting 
experts without betraying any nervous- 
ness. Not so v-ith his father, however. 
Gen. Molineux seemed almost on the 
verge of collapse during the better part 
of the hearing. 

It was just 4:30 o’clock when Dist.- 
Atty. Gardiner arose and announced 
that all the evidence in the hands of 
the pecple had been given and he then 
began to sum up the case. He ex- 
plained to the jury the reasons for 
the delay in bringing the case to an 
investigation, saying that it was neces- 
sary to cetermine whether Mrs. Adan:s 
had really died of poison. 

“In consequence of the pubticity 
which the case was given,”’ continued 
Mr. Gardiner, ‘“‘certain persons became 
supicious, and were put on 
their guard. Certain methods 
had, therefore, to be adopted to disarm 
suspicion. The first witness who was 
placed on the stand (Cornish) was 
made to suspect that he was the guilty 
perty, and the evidence he gave was 
the evidence of a man full of conster- 
nation. But in this direction we dis- 
armed. suspicion from the really guilty 
person. Now the very next man to go 
on the stand (Molineux) was the per- 
son that the public had settled upon. 

“How the community reached this 
conclusion is a question. When the 
witness was called and my able as- 
sistant treated him in such an apolo- 
getic manner it was done to disarm 
him of suspicion. 

“There was a general feeling of an- 
ger at the District Attorney’s office on 
this account. But we had a duty to 
perform. We were placed in the posi- 
tion to make it appear that Cornish 
was really the guilty person. Then 
the guilty person, seeing that he was 
not suspected, was perfectly willing to 
give us all the handwriting we wanted. 
And we got it.” 

Col. Gardiner then went on to tell 
the circumstances under which Moli- 
neux admitted on the stand that he 
met his wife and said: 

that avoman's character (mean- 
ing Mrs. Molineux) bas been portrayed 
in this court by her own testimony. 
Fora thousand years down to the pres- 
ent time murders of this kind, it has 
been demonstrated, have been com- 
mitted en account of two reasons—jeal- 
ousy or hate—and in a large majority 
of instances either by a woman or a 
degenerate. 

Mr. Gardiner said that the deaths of 
Barnet and Mrs. Adams could not be 
separated. Barnet had been poisoned 
by a powder sent through the mail, 
end the one who sent it must have 
been on intimate terms with him, and 
acquainted with the fact that Barnet 
used kutnow powders. Molineux, he 
said, was that person. 

“Now, in the killing of Barnet where 
was the motive. We have it, by cir- 
cumstantial evidence. Barnet was an 
attendant to Blanche Cheseborough. 
They were, in fact, on the closest terms 
of intimacy. The other man wanted 
her to marry him and she finally con- 
sented to do so, but she loved Barnet. 

Mr. Gardiner then read a letter writ- 
ten to Barnet while he was ill, and 
said: 

“Is that the language of one ordi- 
nary friend to another?” 

Gen. Molineux interrupted him 
crying out: “Yes, it is.” 

The Coroner silenced him, and the 
District Attorney resumed. 

He dwelt upon the fact that Mrs. 
Molineux had sent flowers and a letter 
to Barnet only nineteen days before her 


the flowers. 

“Tt is clear thet Mrs. Molineux loved 
Barnet, but knew Molineux had good 
eare of. There is the motive,” said 
Col. Gardiner. 


ner concluded his summing up, and, 
after a brief charge to the jury by 
Coroner Hart, the jury went out to de- 
liberate. 

The jury came in with its verdict at 
8:42 p.m. It was as follows: 

“We find that the said Katherine J. 
Adams came to her death on December 
28, 1898. in No. 61 West Eighty-sixth 
street, by poison by mercuric cyanide, 
administered by Harry 8S. Cornish, to 
whom said poison had been sent in a 
bottle of bromo’ seltzer by Roland B. 
Molineux.” 

The Coroner immediately issued a 
werrant for the arrest of Molineux 
and the latter was at once erraigned 
before him. Threuch his attorney, he 
demanded an immediate hearing, but 
Asst. TD ist.-Atty. Osborne objected, 
seving it was impossible to proceed 
with the hearing. The hearing was then 
set down for Wednesday morning at 
11:30 o'clock. 

Molineux was committed

PRIVATES ARE HEARD. 


NO ADMIRERS OF CANNED ROAST 
BEEF AT ANY TIME. 


Stuff Nausented Men, Had Little 
Taste, Apparently Contained 
Slight Nourishment—Made Them 
Sick as Soon ers They Ate Some. 
None Liked It. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—When the 
army board of inquiry into the beef 
charges met today after its two-day 
recess, it expected to begin the ex- 
amination of some of the enlisted men 
of the army, who had not only seen 
the beef furnished the army in the 
field, but had eaten it in quantities 
wherein they differed from the most 
of the officers, who had previously 
testified. The enlisted men were slow 
in arriving, however, and the first wit- 
ness was Lieut. Charles F. Dwyer, 
Ninth Infantry, now at Madison Bar- 
racks. The witness had only a vague 
memory of what the meat complement 
of the ration was on the voyage from 
Tampa to Santiago. He Knew that 
after the command landed, the men 
had bacon, corned beef and canned 
roast beef. There were numerous 
complaints as to the canned roast beef, 
but there was no official action taken 
on these complaints, as it was diffi- 
cult to get anything in the way of 
rations to the front, and the army felt 
that the commissary dpartment was 
doing the best it could. 

After the capture of Santiago, wit- 
ness was stationed altogether in the 
city, and his command getting the re- 
frigerated beef early in the day it was 
always fresh and good and he heard 
no complaints as to its quality. He 
had made no report on the beef after 
returning, and should not have felt it 
his duty to do so, except under orders. 
He had been made sick on one occa- 
sion by eating canned roast beef stew, 
but otherwise his health had not suf- 
fered. 

Brig.-Gen. Robert D. McFeeley, re- 
tired commissary-general of subsist- 
ence from 1875 to 1890, testified that 
during his service he had recommended 
the introduction of a regular travel 
ration with a view to bettering the 
conditions of the soldiers. Prior to 
that the men often had suffered on 
long trips in trying to live for several 
davs on what was known as “cooked 
ration,” which usually consisted of 
bread and meat, without even coffee. 

Col. Davis read the records referr- 
ing to this érder, dating back to 1878, 
and showing that “canned fresh beef" 
was included as a part of the travel 
ration. 

A party of six enlisted men of the 
Ninth Infantry next appeared. 

First Sergt. Howard Alexander tas- 
tified that his regiment used beth 
corned and roast canned beef on the 
voyage from Tampa to Santiago. There 
were many complaints from the men 
as to the canned roast beef. It nause- 
ated the men, had little taste and ap- 
parently contained little nutriment. 

The men finally got to throwing the

was the canned meat or the malaria 
that caused most of the sickness in the 


After getting into the city. where 
the refrigerated beef was issued the 
men continued to be very sick. 

Sergt. Buckage, also of the Ninth, 
was colled.

Buckage said that there was 
little or no complaint whole in San- 
tiago.

IRAIMROAD RECORD.; 


THE S. P. AT ANAHEIM. 


_Hew the Ocean View Road Will 


Reach Here. 

There is no doubt that the Southern 
Pacific means business at Anaheim. 
The road has been handicapped for 
years by touching the town just at 
one edge, several miles from the busi- 
ness center. Some years ago the town 
gave a franchise which let the road 
but this 
right has lain dormant. Now the 
matter has been taken up with vigor. 
The work will probably begin in a tew 
days. Steel raiis to lay 25,000 feet of 
road have already been ordered with 
fish plates, spikes and all other acces- 
sories. 

The new line gets away from the 
present depot, and going easterly soon 
strikes Olive street, which it follows 
to Santa Ana street, close to the busi- 
ness center, which is at the crossing of 
Center and Los Angeles streets. At 
Olfve and Santa Ana streets the denot 
will be located, and from there ihe 
road gets out of town again by going 
south on Santa Ana street until it 
strikes the old line, where the Tustin 
branch goes off ,the main track to 
Santa Ana. \ 

Later on the Alamitos branch will 
no doubt be extended to Long Beach 
and to San Pedro. 

Railroad people here are sure that 
the “‘gap"’ is to be closed, and Ocean 
View route to San Francisco onened. 
It is likely to be done this ummer, and 
early at that. There will be a new 
road, too, cutting off the detour 
through the Los Castoc Valley, by Sau- 
gus and Newhall. But the San Fran- 
cisco papers are wrong in saying that 
it will follow the ocean coast, or near 
it, from Hueneme to Santa Monica. 
From the line of intersection of Ven- 
tura and Los Angeles counties near the 
Conejo ranch to Santa Monica, over the 
Topango Malibu Siques Mountains, is 
about as rough a piece of country as 
there is in the State to build a road.

Th 
man’s coat, which was simply buttone 
around the shoulders, had slipped wu 
and covered his face. When the ¢o 
was pulled down, it was found t 
Kearney had an ugly bruise on th 
side of the head, and there w&s a pe 
of blood on the floor where his hea 
rested. There were no other marks 
violence or signs of a struggle al 
though an ax lying on the floor nea 
, by had a few dabs of blood upon it 
The wound on the head, however, dk 
net look as though it had been mad 
with an ax. 

In the front room, which Kearne 
used as a bed chamber, there bein 
only two rooms in the house, the thin 
that most attracted attention was th 
cond'tion of the bed. All the bed cloth 
ing had been removed and laid o 
chairs, while the mattress was dou 
bled up against the wall. This gav 
rise to the story that the bed had bees 
torn anart and searched for money 
The bureau drawers and other thing 
in the room were intact, and the un 
made condition of the bed can be ac 
counted for on the theory that Kearne 
had simply been giving it an airing. 

On the dresser was found a quar 
bottle of wine, about half filled. thd 
rest of the original contests presum 
ably having been consumed by Kear 
ney, but whether just previous #o hi 
death or not is not known. Kearney 
was somewhat addicted to drink, an 
the theory most generally advanced fo 
his death is that he fell against th 
stove while intoxicated and received 
fatal wound, or that he may have hat 
a stroke of apoplexy, which accounter 
for his fall across the stove, the stow 
pipe being knocked down by him and 
falling on top of him.

There is only one country which has 
any large surplus of agricultural land 
now. That country is Russia. Russia 
is colonizing her land with her own 
people. They will have all they can 
do to keep pace with Russia’s increas- 
ing population, and are not likely to 
increase exportable surplus. Russia 
has 130,000,000 inhabitants, ard her 
population is increasing by 2,000,000 a 
year. She has almost all she can do 
in some years to raise grain—chiefly 
rye—for her own needs. 

In these conditions Mr. Bookwater 
sees three results—a reduction in our 
scale of living and lessening of the 
rate of increase of population and the 
scattering of the population of cities 
throughout the country.

LORD BERESFORD INTERVIEWED. 

The New York Journal of February 
19 contains an interview with Lord 
Charles Beresford, the English states- 
man and warrior, who recent!y arrived 
in that city, upon a tour around the 
world. The interviewer was David 


Starr Jordan, president of the Leland

Lord Beresford is fresh from a semi- 


official survey of the political situation 
in China, and his oplaiens in regard 
to affairs in the Orient derive especial 
interest from this fact, no less than 
from his wide reputation as a keen 
observer and a man of affairs: 

Lord Beresford, at the beginning of 
the interview, expressed: for himself 
and for his country, the warmest feel- 
ings of good will toward the United 
States. “Everything I can do,” he de- 
clared, “to advance this friendly feel- 
ing between the two nations, I shall 
always do. It means civilization, it 
means trade, it means the good of the 
world, as well as that of the two great 
nations.” As to the policy which the 
United States ought to pursue in the 
Philippines, Lord Beresford refused to 
express an opinion, on the grouné that 
to do so would be discourteous, inas- 
much as the question is one upon 
which the American people are more 
or less divided, politically. “It is a 


political question,” he said, “that the 


Americans themselves must 
be an evil that will, before long, right | 


| participate 


consider 
and settle. Nobody else has a right 
to give an opinion on it. It is their 
business, and nobody else's.” He ex- 
pressed the opinion, however, that the 
“open-door” policy would be of great- 
est benefit to England, and to the 
United States as well. Both are trad- 
ing nations, and whatever policy tends 
to increase the general volume of trade 
is certain to be of benefit to both of 
these great commercial nations. 

As to the future of China, Lord 
Beresford believes that “if China goes 
on as she is doing, she must break up 
pretty soon, owing to disturbances 
among her own people.” As these dis- 
turbances will interfere with the trede 
and commerce of nations which have 
vested rights there, and will canse 
those nations to establish “spheres of 
influence” in various parts of China. 
Great Britain will have her spheres 
of influence, Germany will have hers, 
France will have hers, Russia will 
have hers. The United States has not 


at present, vested interests in China | 


to any great extent, but they are “go- 
ing up by leaps and bounds,” and our 
interests in China will in time be 
enormous. The United States will 
therefore be obligea, whether it wishes 
it or not, to take a part in thé future 
of China.

Lord Beresford added, “it will give an 


additional impetus to trade and the 
civilization of the world.” 


A strong navy is necessary to the 
development and protection of foreign 
trade. “Your naval budget,” observed 
Lord Beresford, “is the rate of in- 


surance you pay for your protection.” 
But “the soldier and the sailor are 
the servants of the people,” and the 
military must always be held subor- 
dinate to the civil power. 


An efficient corps of trained civil 
Service men is necessary to the suc- 
cessful government of colonies, and 
England's success in this direction is 
due largely to her maintenance of such 
a corps of men. England is not “out 
of pocket” as regards any of her 
colonial possessions, but derives ad- 
vantages from each and all which 
compensate for the disadvantages, and 
the expense of maintenance, although 
England derives no direct revenue 


from any colony. The interview closed 
as follows: 


Dr, Jordan. Is there any kind of an 
alliance between France and Russia 
with respect to the partition of Asia? 

Lord Beresford. Well, we have seen 
what Russia has done before. She is 
always declaring she is not going to 
do a certain thing. That is diplomacy. 
Russia will declare when she is ready. 
Why is she going on with this feverish 
haste in Manchuria? What for? It 
can’t be for trade, because the whole 


year was three cargoes of seaweed. 
What is it for? 

Dr. Jordan, Do you feel so secure 
in the possession of trade with the 
open door that you would not follow 
the example of the powers if they 
should shut you out of their posses- 
sions by tariff barriers? 

Lord Berestord. No; I don’t think 
your suggestion is possible. The Phil- 
ippine Archipelago is a small place, 
and it is an American place, and you 
are to Manage it your own way. But 
in regard to the future development 
of China—the biggest thing that ever 
happened in direction of development 
of trade and commerce—I don’t think 
your people would be inclined to say, 
“We are going to take so much of 
China and send a hundred thousand 
men there to keep it.” The Philippine 
Islands are so smail that you could 
hardly compare them with such an 
enormous country as China. 

Dr. Jordan. I have heard it said 
that England made a mistake in re- 
sisting the progress of Russia in Eu- 
rope, and, in the second place, in suf- 
fering Russia to reap the fruits of the 


Lord Beresford. I don’t think En- 
gland did.-I think Lord Salisbury’s 
policy has been a most extraordinarily 
successful policy, considering the diffi- 
culties he had to contend with and 
the many points that loomed very 
black with regard to other nations. 
England would never go to war about 
Russia getting into Manchuria. Our 
country will never go to war and never 
has gone to war unless she:has been 
driven into it. Take the case now. 
There is no question in the world, if 


we went to war and took Japan with 


us—and I believe Japan might be in- 
duced to go—we might put Russia out 
of Manchuria. But we would not do 
it, and I think -we are quite right not 
to do it. I don’t think we have been 
unsuccessful in our policy. Itisa 
policy of business. We are very rich 
and very prosperous, and our people 
are very happy. England does not go 
to war even when it is absolutely ap- 
parent that at that moment. she

SCHOOLS FOR YAQUIS. 


MEXICAN TEACHERS WILL CON- 
QUER INDIANS WITH BOOKS. 


President Diaz, Who Had the War- 
like and Turbulent Tribe Sign 
a Treaty of Pence, for Self-go0v- 
ernment, Will Try Efficacy of 
Readers and Learning. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

EL PASO (Tex.,) Feb. 27.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Prof. Bernando Bell- 
ran atid nineteen other teachers of 
note irom the City of Mexico were in 
Fl Paso today on.their way to that part 
of the State of Sonora, Mex., which is 
ceeupied by the Yaqui Indians. Their 
purpose is to establish first-clas free 
schools and colleges in all parts of the 
Indian country for the higher education 
of the natives, who have so long been 
at war with the Mexican government 
and who have never been conquered. 

The teachers aere sent by President 
Diaz, at the expense of the government 
in response to a request’ of the Yaquis, 
made after the treaty was signed. The 
party consists of four men and sixteen 
women, the most of whom were pro- 
fessors in the College of Mexico, one of 
the highest institutions of learning in 
Diaz’s republic. Prof. Bellran, who is 
at the head of the party, was presi- 
dent of the college. 

The Yaqui Indians, until two years 
ago, had been at war with the Mexican 
government for more than a quarter 
of a century and could never be sub- 
dued. They occupied an extensive and 
valuable area of territory in two States 
of the republic, and successfully re- 
sisted all attempts by the government 
to collect taxes or dispose of their 
lands to “rancheros.” Two years ago 
President Diaz induced them to sign a 
treaty whereby they were allowed a 
self-government by a chief elected by 
themselves and were required to pay 
only a nominal sum annually to the 
Mexican government as a tribute. 

What is known as the Yaqui gold 
fields, lying in Chihuahua and Sonora, 
avere formerly occupied by Yaquis, and 
all but those who were members of the 
tribe were excluded therefrom. They 
were thrown open to prospectors a year 
ago and many rich strikes of mineral 
have since been made. The Indian pop- 
ulation numbers now about twenty-five 
thousand persons. : 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
Members Meet and Discuss Opinions 
and Gas Meters. 

The Board of Education held a meet- 
ing for three hours last evening, and 
when the meeting adjourned, in addi- 
tion to the filing of a few reports, two 
things had béen accomplished. The 
first was a decision that the secretary, 
may properly put an opinion into the 
minutes of the board’s proceedings. The 
second was a declaration that the prin- 
cipals of the High and Spring-street 
schools are not capable of reading gas 

meters. 

In writing the minutes of three spe- 
cial meetings held for the purpose of 
discussing with ,outsiders the advisa- 
bility of erecting a new High School 
building, the secretary had included a 
statement to the effect that “a strong 
feeling was expressed that a new High 
School was greatly needed.’ Some of 
the members of the board said that 
this was an opinion of the secretary, 
and. therefore, not a necessary part 
of the minutes. he board voted to 
strike the sentence out, then recon- 
sidered the motion, and finally decided 
to let the minutes stand as read. 

The ability of a principal to read a 
gas meter was discussed, when in the 
controversy over a bill amounting to 
$36.95, someone suggested that in the 
future the principals of the schools in 
which gas was being used, be instructed 
to read the meters and O.K. the bills 
before they should be presented to the 
board. After a _ discussion lasting 
nearly an hour, the board decided that 
the meters were far too intricate for the 
principals, andthe matter of keeping 
a watch on the gas companies was re- 
ferred to the Building Committee, 

The building superintendent was 
authorized to make repairs on grounds 
and buildings, the cost of which he esti- 
mated at $393.

She Will Open a Home in Paris for 
American Women.

THE MAYOR'S PLAN, 


--— 


SUGGESTIONS FOR REGULATING 
THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC, 


All Dealers in Liquor to Pay the 
Same License Tax to the 
City. 


BUT ONE ENTRANCE TO SALOON. 


EMBALMED SANDWICH FAKE TO 
BE ABOLISHED. 


Restaurants, Hotels, Drag Stores, 
Dram Shops, Soda-fountain Bars 
and Saloons on One 
Basis. 


The long-expected ordinance intended 
to improve the manner in which the 
saloon business in this city is regulated 
may be forthcoming from the Mayor 
as a result of the presentation by the 
saloon men yesterday of an appeal to tNe 
City Council for fair treatment. As 
is stated elsewhere, that petition was 
referred to the Board of Police Com- 
missioners. The Mayor was informed 
of this reference soon after the action 
was taken by the Council, and he at 
once began his preparations for what 
he considers the best manner of han- 
dling this subject. It has been known 
ever since the Mayor’s annual message 
was made public that he has a plan for 
the regulation of the saloon business, 
and for weeks it has been expected 
that he would present some kind of an 
ordinance which would contain his 
views. 

That ordinance will not be prepared 
today, but His Honor will present his 
views to the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners in the form of suggestions, and 
if the board agrees with him, which 
they are almost certain to do, these 
suggestions may be made the basis of 
an ordinance to be prepared for pre- 
sentation to the Council later. 

Last night, after careful considera- 
tion of the problem, Mayor Baton con- 
sented to talk and give an outline of 
the plan that he will suggest to the 
Police Commission. ‘‘To begin with,’’ 
he said, “I shall advise the levying of 
a license tax of $50 per month on a'l 
places where liquor is sold, wholesale, 
retail, by the bottle, drink, gallon or 
tank. This license should be paid not 
only by keepers of saloons, but by res- 
taurant-keepers, hotel men, druggisis 
and every person who sells for any 
purpose, except by druggists who seil 
only on prescription by licensed physi- 
cians. No distinction should be made 
in the license tax between saloons and 
other places where liquor is sold. All 
Should be on the same footing before 
the law, and license should be revoked 
for violation or evasion of the law and 
for maintaining disorderly places. This 
would not only be equitable, but it 
would increase considerably the reve- 
nue of the city, probably about $20,000 
a year. 

“Next. to abate in some degree the 
side-door and back-room evil. I snall 
advise that it te provided that a 3a- 
loon shall have but. one entrance for 
patrons. and that from the street. Some 


saloons are so situated that they must. 


have other entrances for bulky goods, 
etc.. but it should be provided by law 
that onlv one entrance shall be used 
by patrons, and in case a saloon-keeper 
is found to be permitting patrons to 
sneak in by side or back doors, his 
license should be revoked. Revocation 
of license is the penalty that will keep 
them straight. 

“Should the Council, in response to 
the petition of saloon men, or in its own 
wisdom. see fit to repeal the ordinance 
compelling saloons to close at mid- 
night. an additional license tax of $10 
per month should be levied on all 
places that keep open after midnight 
and sell liquor. Should the Council 
also repeal or modify the Sunday-clos- 
ing ordinance, another $10 should be 
exacted from all places in which liquor 
is sold on Sunday. Thus a restaurant, 
selling beer, wines or liquors, would 
pay to the city $70 per month if open 
at all hours, and hotels would pay the 
same. 

“It is difficult to frame a_ liquor 
ordinance to meet all the points of the 
case. and cure all the evils without 
doing injustice and injury, but the 
plan I have outlined seems to me to 
be reasonable, and to cover the main 
points fairly well. I think it would 
abate some of the evils and tend _to di- 
minish the quantity of liquor’ con- 
sumed. and it would enable the 
police to maintain order more effec- 
tivelv. The café and embalmed 
sandwich fake would be abolished, be- 
cause the purveyor of food could not 
sell liquor under any pretense without 
paying the full liquor license. The 
chief thing is to place all sellers of 
liquor upon the same plane. If the 
Council sees fit to tackle the all-night 
and Sunday question, the extra license 
plan may he considered. Even if the 
law should not be changed in that re- 
spect. the extra license tax might be 
levied on all places that sell in ‘original 
packages.’ and with meals during 
hours when saloons are closed. This 
would add quite a sum to the city’s 
revenue.”

All water companies, power compa- 
nies, colonies, fruit asociations, miners’ 
companies, mountain resorts and, in 
fact, all interested in the subjects 
named are invited to send delegates.

A committee of five representing the 
saloons of the city appeared before the 
City Council and in a petition requested 
that they be accorded fairer treatment 
than they are now receiving. They ask 
@mong other things that the Sunday 
and midnight-closing ordinances be re- 
pealed or if they are not repealed that 
all those who sell liquors be required 
to live up to them. If the city will al- 
low them to do business on the same 
basis as the other retailers, they ill 
not object to paying the license exacted 
of them, but they assert that it is un- 
ruir that some of them are forced to 
close for three-eighths of the time 
while others are open whenever they 
choose to keep open. 

Opposition to the plan of building a 
new contagious disease hospital near 
the site of the present one has deyel- 
oped among the property-owners in 
that part of the city, and a committee 
waited on the Council yesterday to pro- 
test against the proposed action. The 
miatter had not reached the Council, 
and the committee went to the Mayor. 
He told them that in a matter in which 
the health of the city was at stake he 
could not make changes at the request 
of. a few, but must act for the safety 
of the many. He therefore declined to 
change his plans with reference to the 
hospital. 

Only one case of smallpox developed 
yesterday, the patient being a child 
who is affiicted with a light case of 
varioloid. The case was found at No. 
7 Wall street, the infection being from

SALOON MEN PROTEST, 


DEMAND THAT THE CLOSING LAWS 


BE REPEALED. 


The Mayor’s Views on Saloons to Be 
Announced Today—President Me- 
Kinley to Be Invited to Los An.- 
geles—One New Case of Small- 
pox. 


Opposition to the proposed estab- 
lishment of a new pest house near 
the site of the present one was the 
first matter which engaged the atten- 
tion of the Council at the morning 
session. When the meeting was called 
to_order the lobby was crowded with 
people, and many of them were en- 
gaged in an earnest discussion of the 
subject. So animated did this dis- 
tussion become that during the read- 
ine of the minutes President 
had to cail for order. As soon as the 
minutes had been approved Council- 
man Baker stated that there was ua 
felegation of property-oOwners in at- 
tendance who desired to address the 
Ceuncil and he asked that they be 
heard at that time’ The following 
protest wus thereupon presented 

“We, the citizens and 
property-owners living in the vicinity 
of Bishop street, do most earnestly 
protest against the proposed ‘location 
of a pest house on that street or vi- 
tinity. In view of the fact that the 
ity. owns a great deal of unimproved

President Silver informed the dele- 
gation that the Counci]) had nothing 


The matter 
had not been called to the attention of 
the Council officially, but it was 
in the hands of the Board of Health. 
At this the members of the delegation 
suggested that as the Board of Herg'h 
is a creation of the Council, the tat- 
ter body could order them to act in 
accordance with the appeal contained 
in the protest. President Sfiver at 
first suggested that the protest be filed 
and that it. be, taken up when the 
Council was informed of the action of 
the Board of Health with reference to 
the matter. This did not satisfy the 
protestants, who declared that if more 
Suspected cases of smallpox were 
taken to that locality all the harm 
would be done that they now desired 
to guard against, and they therefore 
wanted action taken immediately. It 
Was asserted that there are. other 
places in that ward where a pest house 
could be located, and if not in that 
ward there were other wards that 
could be invaded by such an establish- 
ment. After some additional discus- 
sion, the protest was referred to the 
Councilman from the Second Ward, 
Mr. Baker, and he stated that he would 
accompany the members of the dele- 
gation to the Mayor's office if they 
would wait a few minutes until other 
business was transacted. 

THB MAYOR STANDS PAT. 

When the delegation of property- 
owners appeared before the Mayor, ac- 
companied by Councilman Baker. the 
latter explained the nature of their 
protest. Several members of the party 
stated their views on the subject, and 
demanded that action be taken at 
once that would result in a change 
of the present plans with reference 
to the location of the proposed new 
hospital. The Mayor, however, did not 
view the matter as did the protes- 
tants, and he said he would oppose any 
change. This led to an animated de- | 
bate, during which there was some 
show of feeling, but it was without 
effect. Mayor Eaton adhered to his 
position, and declared that the health 
of the community depended upon 
prompt action at this time. He as- 
serted that he did not believe there 
was any danger in following the plans 
that had been adopted. He declined | 
positively to interfere, and said he = 
would follow what the members of the 
Board of Health considered best for 
the city. The delegation withdrew, 
one of the members saying as he left 
that the matter would be carried into 
the courts if necessary to stop the 
erection of the proposed hospital and 
to prevent the placing of any more 
suspected smallpox patients in that 
locality. 


INVITATION TO M'KINLEY. 


The following letter from Mayor 
Eaton was sent to the Council “yester- 
day morning: 

“I am informed by the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association ¢hat 
President McKinley is contemplating a 
western trip during the coming summer 
and it is suggested that he might be in- 
duced to visit Los A at the time 
of the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Educational Association, which 
will begin on July 14. The presence of 
the nation’s Chief Executive on that 
occasion would be a source of greatest 
satisfaction, both to our own citizens 
and to the thousands of visitors who 
will be in attendance. I therefore 
recommend to your honorable body 
that an invitation be extended to the 
President to honor our city with his 
presence during the convention.” 

Councilman Toll moved that Mayor 
Eaton be requested to officially send an 
invitation to President McKinley to 
visit this city during the summer and 
to indicate that the invitation is from 
the city government in an official ca- 
pacity. The motion was_ adopted. 


DEMAND FAIR TREATMENT. 


A committee of: five representing the 
organization of saloon-keepers appeared 
before the Council and presented a pe- 
tition for either the enforcement of the 
present law as to midnight and Sun- 


day closing or its repeal. Rol King of 
the Bohemia saloon acted as spokesman 
for the committee. In presenting the 
petition he said that it was signed by 
a number of the saloon men of the 
city. Had there been time he was 
satisfied the signatures of all of them 
could have been obtained, but know- 
ing that the Council would consider 
more the justice of their request than 


the number of signatures, they pre- 
sented the petition with the sig- 
natures of the larger number of 
the best known saloon men. 


He asserted that the saloon men who 
obey the law have no respect or sym- 
pathy for those who do not, and it was 
not fair to hold them responsible for the | 
transgressions of others. In spite of | 
the requirements of the law as to the 
hours of closing, the speaker asserted 
that there were more arrests for drunk- | 
enness and kindred complaints dur- | 
ing the hours that the saloons were sup- 
posed to be closed than when all of 
them are open. He asked thet the re- 
spectable saloons be allowed to keep 
their places of business open at all 
times, if they so desired, and poirited_ 
to the injustice done them as compared | 
with other retail dealers in any com- 
modity. Mr. King said if any one had. 
an idea that the presert action of the | 
saloon men was taken as antagonistic | 
to any other interest, they were mis-. 
taken. The saloon men, he declared, 
were not combined to fight the drug

REPUDIATED AN AWARD. 


Street Superintendent Drain- re- 
ported to the Council that A. G: 
Strain, to whom had been awarded 
the contract for the improvement of 
Hunter street, between Mateo street 
and the east line of the M. L. Wicks 
subdivision, had not entered into the 
contract within the time required by 
law, and therefore the work of im- 
proving that street could not be pro- 
ceeded with. The bid on which the 
contract was let was accompanied 
by a bond to protect the city, but 
nothing was said about proceeding on 
that bond to collect the money: that 
the city has had to expend on the 
proceedings. On motion of Council- 
man Louder the City Clerk was di- 
rected to readvertise for bids for 
the improvement. 

Later in the session Councilman Toll 
presented the following resolution: 

“Whereas, A. G, Strain has defaulted 
in entering upon a contract recently 
awarded to him for the improvement 
of Hunter street in this city, now, 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that the said A. G. Strain 
be and he is hereby denominated an ir- 
responsible bidder within the mean- 
ing of the statute.” 

Councilman Pessell objected to this 
resolution. He said there might be 


some reason why Strain had not en- 


tered into the contract with the city,

irresponsible bidder the Councilman 
thought it was but fair that he be 
given an rte to be heard in 
his own defense. Councilman Vetter 
wanted to know if there was any 
precedent by which the Council could 
be governed, and he was informed that 
such action had been taken more than 
once by the Council.

They call for the establishment 
of the grades of Park Grove avenue 
between Twenty-third street and the 
north line of St. James Park, and of 
Stanley avenue from Jefferson street 
to the south city boundary. Ordi- 
nances of intention were also adopted 
for the improvement of Second street 
between Flower and Figueroa streets; 
Cornwell street between Brooklyn ave- 
nue and Sheridan street; Bixel street 
from Third street to its northern termi- 
ration; San Marino street from Hoover 
street to Vermont avenue. With ref- 
erence to the condition of the levees 
along the 4 eed the City Engineer re- 
ported as follows, the report being re- 
ferred to thé Financé Committee: 

“In the matter of your instructions 
relating’to the condition of the levees 
along the L6s Angeles River, I would. 
state that 7@ investigated the sub- 
ject an d recommend that the 
Terminal Railway Company continue 
the work now being done by them plac- 
ing the rock at the rate of 1000 tons a 
month or more, if possible; also that 
they remove all fir piles and, saw off 
all ‘dead men,’ and that the’ redwood 
piles be allowed to remain until they 
are ready to rip-rap that portion of 
the levee, when they can’ be removed 
and replaced by rock. I would also’ 
suggest that the Terminal Railway 
Company confine its efforts to that 
portion of the levee north of Fifth 
street as a break south of that point 
would not do as much damage as a 
break north of it. I would further rec- 
ommend the cutting of the. brush, etc., 
on the center 100 feet of the river bed, 
this work to be done by the city. Also 
that the ordinance prohibiting the ex- 
cavating of sand and gravel in the 
river bed within fifty feet of the lev- 
\ees be enforced.” 

A number of the horsemen of the city 
appeared before the Covwnoil for the 
purpose of speaking on the subject of 
making a speedway of the newly-im- 
proved portion of South Main street.

MAY CHANGE HIS PLANS. 

Street Superintendent Drain etated 
that he had filed with the Council a 
requisition for the proposed hand 
sweepers’ carts for use in sweeping the 
streets, and he understood that it had 
been held up by the committee.

One New Case Develops in the In- 
fected District. 

Out of. five suspected cases of small- 
pox that were reported during the day 
at the Health Office yesterday, only one 
real case of the disease was discovered. 


There were two others which closely 


resembled the disease, but the absence 
of certain symptoms led to the an- 
nouncement that they were not small- 
pox. The new genuine case of the dis- 
ease is at No. 722 Wall street, the pa- 
tient being a four-year-old boy. He is 
afflicted with a very mild case of va- 
rioloid. He was playing about the 
room late yesterday afternoon when 
an .officer from the Health Department 
visited him, but the case is none the 
less what it has been pronounced. 

The patient on Easton’ street, re- 
ported Sunday, was removed to the 
hospital last night, and the premises 
in which she has been living were 
thoroughly fumigated.

THE EVERETT BOND. 


H. EDELMAN CANNOT RECOVER 
FROM THE SUREPTIES. 


Justice James Holds That the 
Sureties are Answerable Only 
to the Defendant in the Case, or 
His Assignee. 


A decision was given by Justice 
James yesterday, in the suit of Henry 
Edelman against W. W. Everett, the 
absconding clerk of the Police Court, 


that was interposed. 

The action was rought to recover 
a sum of money which it was alleged 
Edelman deposited, on behalf of a per- 
son charged with a misdemeanor, with 
Everett, in lieu of a bail bond. The 
person on whose behalf the money was 
deposited was afterward exonerated of 
the charge against him, and it was 
averred that the money deposited by 
Edelman was never returned; but was 
embezzled by Everett. . 

The sureties on the bond of the de- 
faulting clerk of the Police Court de- 
murred, and in so doing raised two 
points, viz.: That a defendant in a 
criminal action only is entitled to de- 
mand and receive money deposited on 
bail; and algo, that it was not a part 
of-the duty of police clerk to receive 
cash bail, and that his bondsmen can- 
not, therefore, be held liable for any 
misappropriation of the same. 

The first point raised was an un- 
usual one, and Justice James was com- 
pelled to go outside of the State to 
find the particular section of the Pena] 
Code upon which it was founded, chal- 
lenged and construed... The section is 
copied after the New York criminal 
procedure, and the Supreme Court of 
Tennessee had occasion to construe a 
section also sirmilar.to-the. New. York 
statute. and based. their reasoning 
upon the New York provision re- 
specting cash bail. In the case cited 
cash bail was deposited by a pergon 
other than the defendant, upon appeal 
after conviction, and a sentence of im- 
prisonment being affirmed, application 
was denied on the ground that the 
money so deposited be presumed to 
be the property of the defendant, and 
subject to his control. In so deciding 
the court said: 3 < 

“The statute does not contemplate 
any inquiry into the.source from which 
the money was received, nor what ar- 
rangement the ‘deferidant’ may have 
made to secure the samé,. The clerk 
will’ therefore pay. over to the. de- 
fendant the *balance of -bail money, 
or to such person ashe may direct by 
power of attorney.” 

Under this. construction the .Town-

in the criminal action, and not he, is 
entitled to recover the money in the 
absence of any assignment of the 
same to him by the defendant.

JAY E. HUNTER MURDER. 


Pattern-maker Alford Relensed on 


#8000 Bail. 

At 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
District Attorney filed an information 
in Department One, wherein William 
Alford was charged with the murder 
of Jay E. Hunter, on Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 13. 

The defendant was in court with his 
attorney, Earl Rogers, Esq., waiving 
the formal reading of the information, 
counsel asked that Alford be admitted 
to bail. As Judge Smith had had the 
opportunity of glancing over the trans- 
cript of the evidence taken at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest, and the District Attorney 
only insisted that the bail be placed 
sufficiently high, there was no delay in 
fixing the amount. Judge Smith, how- 
ever, began to interrogate Mr. Cahill 
about his real estate holdings, and the 
latter becoming a trifle impatient asked 
what was the use of bothering when 
he had United States bonds sufficient 
to cover the amount. The court held 
that Uncle Sam’s bonds were good 
enough, and, thereupon, Mr. Rogers, 
Mr. Cahill and Clerk Forrester ad- 
journed to the bank, where a formal 
transfer of $8000 in United States bonds 
was. made. Returning into court the 
formal entry was made, and then the 
defendant walked out of court a free 
man. 

The defendant, Alford, appeared in 
court with his head swathed in 
bandages, the gash inflicted on his head 
by Attorney Hunter not yet having 
healed over. 


ANOTHER FAWKES TRIAL. 


Judge Clark to Adjudicate This 
Time in the Family Dispute. 
Yet another of the long series of 
suits of Fawkes vs. Fawkes, in which 
father and son are pitted one against 
the other, came up before Judge Allen 
yesterday on a motion to set it for 

trial. 

The plaintiff was represented by 
Johnstone Jones, Esq., of the District 
Attorney’s office, while J. Marion 
Brooks appeared for young Fawkes. 
The court said that if counsel could 
just tell him any one department that 
had not been afflicted with some phase 
of the Fawkes litigation, he would 
transfer the case. it appearing that 
Judge Clark had never been so favored, 
the case was transferred to his de- 
partment for trial. 

Mr. Jories asked that the case be set 
at an early date, but Mr. Brookes ob- 
jected to a very early day being fixed, 
as his client is in.Chicago, and he was 
uncertain just when he would be able 
to return to Los Angeles. But Mr. 
Jones pathetically remarked that Mr. 
Fawkes, the elder, is an old man, and 
might die at any time, and the trouble 
over the bit of real estate become 
worse entangled than at present.

» A TRUST FUND, 
A Wife’s Moncy Sunk on the 

band’s Estate. 

A suit was begun by Mrs. Grace 
Vincent yesterday against Abbott Rob- 
inson, as administrator of the estate 
of Levi R. Vincent, her deceased hus- 
band, to recover certain trust funds 
which are about to be included in.the 
ordinary assets of the estate. 

Mrs. Vincent alleges that she was 
married to the deceased in 1851, and 
in 1860 she inherited from her father 
in New York State a farm which she 
sold for $3500, and entrusted the money 
to her husband for’ safekeeping; he 
agreeing to return it at any time that 
she might desire. Mrs. Vincent avers 
that she never did demand a return 
of the money during her husband’s life- 
time, and no part of it ever was re- 
turned, but her husband never repudi- 
ated the trust, and on the other hand 
frequently acknowledged it. 

The money, it is alleged, was invest- 
ed in stock of the Bank of Santa Mon- 
ica, of the value of $5000, and the 
actual value of $4000. The administra- 
tor of the estate of plaintiff's husband

A CHARTER PROVISION. 


A Contention That Chief Glass ix not 
Responsible for Subordinates. 


Feretofore there appears to have 
been some uncertainty as to how far 
the Chief of Police is responsible for 
the acts of his subordinates, and in 
several cases recently, where proceed- 
ings have been taken against indi- 
vidual officers; Chief Glass has not 
been made a party defendant. - 

Yesterday a demurrer interposed in 
the case of W. S. Skinner against the 
Chief of Police, to recover $5000 dam- 
ages for alleged unlawful arrest, was 
argued before Judge York, and. City 
Attorney Haas boldly contended that 
the Chief is not responsible for the 
acts of the police officers. This for the 
reason that under the city charter the 
police officers are appointed by the 
Police Commission and removed by 
that body, and that the Chief cannot 
be held accountable for the acts of 
men whom he has power neither to 
appoint nor remove. The charter does, 
however, counsel pointed out, make the 
Chief of Police accountable for the 
acts of the deputy chief, but in this 
city there is no such official. 

Mr. Haas also alleged a misjoinder 
of parties, in that F. C. Howes is sued 
on Chief Glass’s bond, and that gen- 
tleman is now dead. ray 

Judge York sustained the demurrer, 
but on neither of the grounds stated. 
The allegation is made in the com- 
plaint that the arrest was not lawful, 
but the court held that the fact »has 
not been sufficiently set forth. The 
plaintiff was granted time to amend, 
however. 

As in other suits of similar char- 
acter that have been brought, the 
harsh methods of the police, and the 
bad condition of the City Jail are 
complained of. The plaintiff, Skinner, 
alleges that he was arrested and 
thrown into jail without any charge

The midwinter deliveries of coffee 
are large, but show a very small! gain 
over the same months in 1898, as the 
following table shows:

The above shows an increase in two 
months of only 35,443 bags. The de- 
liveries for the first two months of 
1899, however, average 567,957 bags, 
against an average per month in 1897-

there were heavy withdrawals from 
licensed warehouses in anticipation of 
a duty being levied, says the American 
Grocer, and which made the consump- 
tion appear larger than it really was. 
In 1896-97, when deliveries were nor- 
mal, the deliveries averaged 424,949 
bags per month. Comparing the pres- 
ent movement with that year, as weil 
as with 1897-98, we can arrive at only 
one conclusion, viz: that the consump- 
tive requirements of the country were 
hever as large as at present.

Druggists Present Their Views on 
the Liquor Question. 

SANTA MONICA, Feb. 27.—[{Regular Corre- 
epondence.] In response to an invitation 
from the Board of City Trustees the drug- 
gists of this town today filed with that body 
a statement setting forth their views as to 
what requirements the liquor ordinances 
should make with reference to their busi- 
ness.

The communication was tabled, with the 
nuderstanding that it should be taken up 
when the board acts on the new ordinance 
regulating the liquor traffic, which ordinance 
is to go into effect on May 1, and continue 
in force for the ensuing year. 

Health Officer Lindsey, upon his suggestion 
that the present system cof garbage collection 
should be changed, was instructed to receive 
bids for collecting city garbage, and report 
the same, together with a plan for the col- 
lection to the board.
